They 
are totally unprecedented The boasted 
"payment of the milliards" by France 
were merely a successful borrowing the 
wherewithal to pay, not a liquidation 
What enables America thus to sweep 
off debts which weigh other great 
powers to the earth with increasing 
rather than lightening burden? But 
the reason we can pay off tbe debt fast- 
er than those countries, is the fact that 
onr debt u altoady much smaller than 
theirs, and that our revenues are not 
wasted on standing armies and costly 
names, and other expensive appnrtenan- 
eei of imperial government. Wo want 
cone of these costly and vain luxuries 
of power and if we remain strictly re- 
publican and simple in our government, 
there is no reason why wo should not 
govern ourselves better at less cost 
than any other power in the world

Dem 
ooratio hostility to the amendments 
were manifested even after their ratifi- 
cation in. several States, the Democratic 
Legislatures of whi-'h attempted to 
withdraw the assent given by their Re- 
publican predecessors. 


The ground of this Democratic at- 


tempt at revocation was that the ratifi- 
cation was invalid. Senator Edmunds, 
in 1879, with characteristic sagacity, 
proposed the following resolutions for

ceipts from customs are stated separate- 
ly, and those from all other sources are 
massed together. It appears that the, 
losses on customs receipts were largest 
daring Andrew Jackson's two terms, ag- 
gregating (1,215,304 and equaling$6.99 
on each 11,000. The loss during Wash- 
ington's terms was $204,528, or 15.58 
per $1,000. During Martin Van Buren's 
term the losses were $264,503, or $3.93 
per $1,000. The losses during other 
administrations were much less, running 
as low as 6 cents per $1,000 during 
Folk's term, 2 cents daring Grant's'two 
terms, and nothing at all during Hayes' 
term. The total losses in this branch 
of the service were nearly four times as 
great during the eight years of Jackson 
as they were from the beginning of Lin- 
coln's first term to Jane 30,1879. 


Turning to receipts from all other 


sources, including loans and trenssry 
notes, we find that the greatest loss was 
$1,308,223 during Andrew Jackson's 
term; nezt. $1,148,046 during Grant's 
two terms; next, $477,232 during Lin- 
coln's term; next, $402,514 during Mon- 
roe's two terms. There haa been no 
loss under Hayes. The highest lose 
per $1,060 was $12.48 under John 
Quinoy Adams: next, $10.44 under 
Monroe; next, $4.63 under Harrison and 
Tyler. And so on down to nothing under 
Hayes. Comparing the period prior to 
June 30, 1861, with the subsequent 
period, it appears tbat the losses on cus- 
toms were $3,313,293, or $2.10 per 
$1,000, during the longer period, and 
$3,933,601, or 30 cents per $1,000 
during the shorter. 


The disbursements and losses of tbe 


post office department are stated separ- 
ately. The disbursements of this de- 
partment never greatly exceeded $6,- 
000,000 for any period until Andrew 
Jackson's time, when they rose to more 
than $21,000,000 in the eight years fol- 
lowing, under Van Buren, Harrison and 
Tyler. The highest ever reached was 
$236,619,614, under Grant for eight

years, though they were proportionately 
greater during the two years of Hayes 
included in the statement. The losses 
per $1,000 were greatest under Monioe. 
reaching $11.61; next, $7.61 under 
Madison; next, $6,92 under Pierce; 
next, $6.02 under John Quincy Adams. 
At no other time have they reached $4 
per $1,000, and it is claimed were re- 
duced to a single cent under Hayes." . 


A separate table is- devoted to dis- 


bursements of the war and navy depart- 
ments, includhig the pension and In- 
dian charges. Here again Monroe leads 
off with a loss of $23 63 per $1,000, fol- 
lowed by Madison, $12.14; Buchanan, 
$9.12; and Jefferson, $8.71. The losses 
prior to 1861 on these accounts were 
$8.33 per $1,000, and $1.39 since that 
time, and Hayes is once more credited 
with no loss at all. The total loss 
during Lincoln's administration on tbe 
same accounts was $5,486,741, or near- 
ly four times as great as daring any ! 
previous term of four years, but the dis- 
bursements, owing to the war, were 20 
times as great, so that the loss was only 
$1.79 per $1,000, or less than during 
any previous administration, except that 
of Washington and that of John Quincy 
Adams. . 


Under the head of miscellaneous are 


included all disbursements "on account 
of public debt, interest, premiums and 
all civil expenses.exclnsive of postoffice" 
Here Martin Van Buren distances all 
competitors with a loss of $2,485,356, 
or $47.99 per $1,000. Harrison and 
Tyler come next, loss $19.18 per$l,000; 
then Jackson, $14.76; then Polk, 110.65. 
There has been & tapering down since 
1861, and here again it is claimed 
there has been no loss under Hayes, or 
only tbe trifling loss of less than $1 in 
$1,000,000, or 1 cent in $10,000. The 
total disbursements on these accounts 
prior to 1861 was $1,131,349,300, and 
the total losses $9,738.813; since 1861, 
disbursement of $10,556,772,016, and 
losses $2,848,690. Losses before 1861 
$8.60 per $1,000; since then, 26 cents 
per $1,000. 


In the recapitulation all receipts aad 


disbursements are aggregated, as also 
all losses. The total losses exceeded 
$7,000,000 under Lincoln, $4,500,000 
under Johnson, $3,000,000 under Mon- 
roe, Van Buren and Jackson, $2,000,- 
000 under Madison, Pierce, Buchanan 
and Grant, and $1,000,000 under Har- 
rison, Tyler, Polk, Taylor and Fillmore. 
In no case were they much less than 
$250,000 in four years until Hayes 
came in, when they fell to $2,677 in 
two years, or at the rate of $5,354 for 
the full term. Per $1,000 of the ag- 
gregate receipts and disbursements the 
greatest loss was $11.71 under Van 
Buren; next, $8.58 under Monroe; next, 
$7.62 under Jackson. Never was the 
loss less than two in a thousand until 
Lincoln's term, when it sqddenly came 
down from $3.81 under Buchanan to 76 
cents, and Haves has succeeded in re- 
ducing it to eight-tenths of a mill, or 
$8 in $10,000,000.
